So long as selfishness and stupid reck lessness, 
so long as death and destruction exist on our 
streets and highways, the ideal of peace on earth, 
good will toward men, will command little more 
than lip serv ice.

NOBLE TOWNSHIP 
Possibly the first preacher to 
settle in Rush county was John 
Blades, who came from North 
Carolina in February 1821 and 
built his cabin where now stands 
the Judge Poston home. He was 
a Baptist. 
In 1768 the Cherok ee Indians 
made 
a race 
through 
North 
Carolina, k illing many, stealing 
horses and carrying away fiv e 
children—one 
of 
them 
being 
Luk e Blades 
(father of John 
Blades) w ith two other 
little 
boys and two little girls, daugh­ 
ters of John Tyner and cousins 
of William Tyner, the aged Bap­ 
tist preacher, who settled at Ce­ 
dar Grov e in Frank lin county. 
They were nev er recov ered but 
years afterw ard were recognized 
by some of their relativ es, but so 
thoroughly Indianized tha t they 
refused to return to civ ilization. 
These girls were also cousins of 
Hon. Elijah Haek lem an’s m oth­ 
er. 
Luk e Blades was fourteen years 
of age when captured. According 
to Indian custom they were run 
the gauntlet and the first one 
who failed was clubbed to death. 
The next was turned ov er to the 
squaws 
who 
took 
him 
to 
a 
mound on the Tennessee riv er 
and amused themselv es by push­ 
ing him off the mound into the 
riv er and repeating such cruelty 
until death ended his sufferings. 
A council decided tha t Luk e 
Blades 
be 
adopted. 
He 
liv ed 
three years with the Cherok ees 
as a domestic and gained their 
confidence but they placed a 
m ark on him. He had charge of 
the horses, so one m orning in 
autum n he m ounted one of the 
best ones and rode toward the 
rising sun until his horse failed 
when he continued on foot and 
| in a few days reached a settle- 
; m ent more dead than aliv e. 
He afterw ard m arried a Miss 
I Osborn and in 1806 settled in 
: Frank lin county where he died. 
; His son, John Blades, soon after

admission 
to

Cedar 
Grov e church was licensed as a 
preacher. He came to Rush coun- 
i ty and organized the Pleasant 
Run 
Baptist 
church. 
He 
re­ 
mained in Rush county 
until 
1836 when he mov ed to Haw 
Patch, 
Bartholomew 
county, 
where he died August IO, 1841. 
John P. Thompson, a nativ e of 
Maryland, 
was 
another 
well 
k nown preacher, born March 6, 
179 5 within the limits of w hat is 
' now W ashington, D. C. His fa- 
I ther 
mov ed 
to 
Germantown, 
Brack en 
county, 
Ky., 
where 
; young Thompson 
grew up to 
manhood and in 1812 became a 
i member of the B aptist church. 
In 1818 he m arried Miss Pris­ 
cilla Gregg and the next year 
| began preaching in his home 


I church. In autum n 1821 he v is­ 
ited the family of Judge John 
Gregg, just west of Fayettev ille, 
who were relativ es of his wife, 
and concluded to locate in Rush 
{ county. He bought 80 acres of 
land one mile west of Gregg’s 
and mov ed to it the 22nd of 
March 1822. 
He immediately united with 
I the Flat Rock Baptist church 
j which then stood east and north 
of the present church. The spot 
is m ark ed by a stone and tablet. 
He was now 27 years of age, a 
fine talk er with a good v oice, a 


j fluent speak er and of perfect

About 1829 John Longley, a New 
Sight preacher, came to Noble 
township but soon merged with 
the Reformation.

about 1874 at Lafayette.
